Mr. Erskine intimated that 
Studebaker common stock, like the 
stock of the United States Steel 
Corporation, was selling too low, 
when book value, éarnings and 
rate of dividend were taken into 
consideration.

Daily Production Is 
Under Previous Week 
Average 


EW YORK, Jan. 20.— 

Production of crude oil 
in the United States last week 
averaged 1,947,600 barrels 
daily, according to American 
Petroleum Institute.

ANSAS CITY, Jan, 20.— 
A. E. Smith “of the 
Smith-Overland Company, 
Willys-Overland dealer has 


developed a plan which he be- 
lieves will overcome the used 
car evil. 

Mr. Smith's plan, briefly, is to 
clip from the advertising columns 
of the daily newspapers a list of 
want ads on each model of the 
different makes of cars. Twenty 
or more of these are taken and 
the total added up. This total then 
is divided by the number of ads 
and a basis price for that model 
car is reached. To illustrate:— 

Twenty cars of one model are 
listed as being worth $6,000, 
ranging in price from $425 to 
$175. The trade-in value is fig- 
ured at $300. 


Mr. Smith declares the low fin- 
ancing terms on new cars 1s creat- 
ing a menace to the motor car 
industry—that the condition where- 
by a prospect may buy a new car 
for less down and less a month 
than he can buy a used car is en- 
dangering the whole distribution 
system of new motor cars. 

“If a dealer can’t sell his used 
cars, he can’t stay in business,’ 

Mr. Smith declared. “If the deal- 
ers can’t maké money, the whole 
distribution system is wrecked.” 

Mr. Smith believes the time is 
coming soon when new car dealers 
will quit taking in used cars, ex- 
cept on an “assignment basis,” 
leaving the handling of this class 
of cars to second-hand car dealers,

GUAYULE RUBBER 
PLANT IN TEXAS 
TOWN MAKES GOOD 


Tex., Jan. 20.—This 
in the mountains of 
Texas, near the Rio 
Grande, claims to be the home of 
the only rubber factory in the 
United States. Rubber is made 
here from the guayule plant, which 
grows wild all over this section. 
The factory here has reached an 
output of a ton a day, and under 
the spur of high rubber prices is 
now running at full capacity. 

The guayule ts a shrub three to 
five feet high, having the appear- 
ance of sage brush. Beneath its 
outer bark is a sap, known as} 
latax, from which the rubber is 
made. 

The shrub is pressed into bales 
resembling bales of hay. The sap 
is pressed out in a machine called 
a pebble mill. Abou® 30,006 gal- 
lons of water are’ required to pro- 
duce a ton of rubber. The water 
is supplied here by wells. 

The rubber producing shrub 
grows over a territory of about 
10,000 square miles in Texas, and 
across the border in Mexico it cov- 
ers a large area. It appears to be 
native to this section, growing 
principally in the mountainous dis- 
tricts. The plant is gathered veot | 
and all and brings about $40 a ton | 
af the factory here. 

The finished product comes from 
the presses in sheets about three 
inches thick, thirty inches long and! 
fifteen inches wide. It is placed in! 
sacks and shipped to the market 
in New York.

OPERATORS WILL 
OPPOSE FEDERAL 
BUS LEGISLATION 


Special from A. D. N, Washington Bureau 
Washington, Jan. -20.—Motor 
bus operators throughout the 
country’ engaged in interstate 
traffic are organizing for the pur- 
pose of*combating Federal legis- 
lation which is considered unfa- 
vorable to bus transportation. 

Word has reached the Senate 
Committee on _ Interstate Com- 
merce that representatives of bus 
operators in New York and New 
Jersey will bitterly oppose the 
Cummins bill at congressional 
hearings early_next month. 

The bus operators, it is under- 
stood, fear that the agitation for 
Federal legislation will lead to 
state Legislatures enacting sim- 
ilar laws in those states where 
there is no regulation at present. 

Harris Nevin, president of two 
Brooklyn companies, is quoted to 

the effect that “the apparent ob- 
jection of railroad officials and 
others to ferry preference being 
accorded interstate buses is of vital 
importance to both patrons and 
operators.” 

It is pointed out in the letter 
that the operators are not hostile 

to regulation of interstate bus 
transportation but are opposed 
to the Cummins Dill, particu- 
larly to the placing of passenger 
carrying buses. and freight trucks 
in stmilar classes in the wordmg 
of the measure, and to the stip- 
ulation, of the bill which requires 
interstate operators to obtain 
“certificates of convenience and 
necessity.”’ 

It is contended by the operators 
that under the Cummins bill such 
a certificate could be denied on the 
ground that adequate railroad 
transportation already existed be- 
tween proposed terminals, whereas, 
the bus representatives claim, the 
public is entitled to optional ser- 
vice with the privilege of traveling 
by bus, even when fniot compelled 
to, for the purpose of sightseeing 
and enjoying other advantages 
chimed. ~ motor travel.
